REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show illuminated barbecue 
tongs having elongated arms with flared ends and a heat proof grip mounted on each 
arm and at least one flashlight detachable coupled to clip means mounted on the 
elongated arms of the barbecue tongs as set forth in claims 1-23. Claims 24-25 
distinguish over the art of record in that they recite illuminated barbecue tongs as set 
forth above except that the clip means are replaced by sleeve means to secure the 
flashlight to one of the heat proof grips.
